F or the BreakDrink Podcast, we use a service called BlogTalk Radio (BTR). It gives the ability to 
broadcast live on the Internet and take live callers. BTR's free service can be used for an hour 
of live streaming. The BlogTalkRadio interface connects with iTunes automatically and listeners 
can download the podcast from iTunes and directly interface with their media player. It also features a 
player that can be embedded into another page. 

One of the nice things about BlogTalkRadio is that the basic player can be used with the telephone, not 
necessitating trips to a recording space to do the show. I usually call in from my desk phone or from 
Google Voice. You also can use Skype. 

Audacity ( http://www , ; audacity.sourceforge.net) can be used to record and edit audio for podcasting. 

If you're looking to record something prior to sharing publically, Audacity is a free and easy recording 
software that enables editing. You also can pull the audio file from iTunes and tweak to enable editing 
with audacity (if you use BTR).

Cameras: 

I knew I would need two cameras: a quality 
webcam for broadcasting a live video feed from 
my laptop and an high definition video camera 
to simultaneously record the "playback" video. 

If you are just getting started, you could use just 
use a webcam that could record and broadcast. I 
recommend the Logitech HD Pro Webcam C910 
[http://www. logitech. com/en-us/webcam-com- 
munications/webcams/devices/6816) and Sony 
HDR-XR150 Camcorder ( http://store.sony.com/ 
webapp/wcs/stores/servlet/ProductDisplay?cat 
alogld= 1 055 1 &storeld= 10151 &langld=- 1 &pro 
ductld=81 98552921 666073287), as both have 
been great to work with. 

Microphones: 

To get basic sound, you can simply use the built in 
microphones on the webcam and camcorder. If you 
choose to do a live broadcast, I recommend using 
a wireless microphone (handheld or lapel) with its 
output going directly into the laptop. If you have ac- 
cess to more funds, getting a mixing board and hav- 
ing wireless lapel microphones for each person on 
the interview would be even better so each of you 
has a dedicated sound feed being recorded. Using 
any Shure microphone product is recommended. 


z. DnLinp Broadcasting Tools 

As many of you know, I am a huge fan of Ustream 
( http://www.ustream.tv ) as a live online broad- 
casting tool. It is a very easy system to use once 
you get a few productions under your belt. Justin, 
tv ( http://www.justin.tv ) is another great tool if 
you find Ustream isn't your thing. However, play- 
ing with Ustream Producer can get your imagina- 
tion brewing and the ideas flowing!

Since writing this article, Mike Hamilton and Ed

Building an Audience 

Once you have decided on which tools you want 
to use, it is time to develop your content areas 
and decide who your audience will be. In my case, 

I knew that my audience would be student affairs 
staff members in higher education, interested 
in technology integration. With that in mind, I 
thought of people from Twitter that I admired, 
respected, and learned from and wanted to get to

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know better. My initial requests for interviews would 
go out in an email, followed up with a phone call. 
With two women outside of the higher education 
sector, I had to be a bit more persistent. Both were so 
accommodating and gracious. Sometimes all you have 
to do is ask. 

Once your content is set, make sure you share the 
information with your online community. Whether 
they are interested in watching your broadcast live or 
recorded, make sure they know about it.

Finally, you need at least two people to do a broad- 
cast well: the interviewer and the producer. The 
interviewer must be comfortable in front of a camera 
to ask the questions and facilitate the conversation. 
The producer must be versed in all the equipment and 
broadcasting tools to troubleshoot when you are live. 
The producer also is integral in the backchannel con- 
versations that you might want to facilitate as well, 
whether on Twitter or other means. Mike Hamilton 
has done this for me and is a great person to talk to 
should you need a producer perspective. 


5. Post Production 

There are few things to consider in post production 
of any video content. The first is how you want your 
recorded version posted online. With few exceptions, 

I have taken the HD recordings, trimmed the ends of 
them using Windows Movie Maker, added title and 
credits, and uploaded to Vimeo, which is a great HD 
video-sharing site. (I thought about using YouTube, 
but you can only upload 1 5 minutes of content at 
a time, and most of the videos were at least 50-60 
minutes.) The other thing I have thought about doing 
is taking all six productions and creating short 5-10 
minute recaps of the conversation for portability on 
your mobile device. This, of course, takes time. 

The second thing to think about is how you measure 
success. Will it be through the number of live and 
recorded viewers, the backchannel conversations, or 
other measures? This has been the greatest challenge 
for me since I do this for the sheer interest. Numbers 
have been consistent, averaging around 50 viewers 
a broadcast. This is an area of growth for me and 
something to consider moving forward.

A t the 201 1 ACUI annual conference, I presented a 20-minute technology demonstration where I attempted to 
describe 10 free online apps that can be useful in the higher ed-scene. I was inspired by a rebroadcast of a 
"This American Life" piece on National Puiblic radio (NPR), which tried to run through 20 short stories in 60 
minutes (a pace of epic proportions for that program). The NPR piece was inspired by the Chicago experimental theater 
production of Too Much Light Makes the Baby Go Blind (30 plays in 60 minutes). It seemed appropriate to attempt this 
feat at the Chicago conference. 


I'm excited to say that I made it in 19 minutes! 


Here's a rundown of the 10: 



BRIGHTKITE 

A group SMS application that let's you create text message distribution lists of up to 25 people. 
The Conference Planning Team used this application to stay united throughout the conference 
this year.

Elements of design 


Graphic Dpsign + You 


LINES 

Lines are used to divide space, direct the eye, and create forms. 
At the most basic level, straight lines are found in layouts to 
separate content, such as in magazine, newspaper, and website 
designs. This can of course go much further, with curved, dot- 
ted, and zigzag lines used as the defining elements on a page 
and as the basis for illustrations and graphics. Often, lines will 
be implied, meaning other elements of design will follow the 
path of line, such as type on a curve. 



COLOR 

Color is an interesting element of graphic design because it can be 
applied to any other element, changing it dramatically. It can be used 
to make an image stand out, to show linked text on a website, and 
to evoke emotion. Graphic designers should combine their experi- 
ence with color with an understanding of color theory. 



SHAPES 

From ancient pictographs to mod- 
ern logos, shapes are at the root of 
design. They are used to establish 
layouts, create patterns, and build 
countless elements on the page. With 
graphics software such as Illustrator, 
creating and manipulating shapes is 
easier than ever, giving designers the 
freedom to create them at will. 



TEXTURE 

Texture can refer to the actual sur- 
face of a design or to the visual 
appearance of a design. In the first 
case, the audience can actually 
feel the texture, making it unique 
from the other elements of design. 
Selection of paper and materials in 
package design can affect actual 
texture. In the second case, tex- 
ture is implied through the style of 
design. Rich, layered graphics can 
create visual texture that mirrors 
actual texture. 



ART f ILLUSTRATION AND PHOTOGRAPHY 

A powerful image can make or break a design. Photographs, il- 
lustrations, and artwork are used to tell stories, support ideas, and 
grab the audiences attention, so the selection is important. Graphic 
designers can create this work on their own, commission an artist or 
photographer, or purchase it at all price levels on many websites. 



TYPE 

Type, of course, is all around us. In graphic design, the goal is 
to not to just place some text on a page, but rather to under- 
stand and use it effectively for communication. Choice of fonts 
(typefaces), size, alignment, color, and spacing all come into 
play. Type can be taken further by using it to create shapes 
and images.

Types of signage are varied and may include projected images, video walls, 
screensavers, large televisions, computer monitors, multimonitor installations, 
scrolling marquees. Digital signage to meet modern-day needs may incorporate 
the following: 

* The ability to create, schedule, upload, and reuse content 

* The ability to push content to RSS feeds, Twitter, Facebook, and 
text messaging services 

* Connections to external content 

* Interface capability with different types of devices 

* Reporting features 

* Workflow management capability 

* Necessary customization capability 

* Remote management capability, including the ability to turn displays on or 
off, adjust resolution and volume, and alter content based on the proximity 
of people to the screen 

* Liberal licensing and support (enterprise licenses, training, telephone 
support, etc.) 

* A central server and the ability to fetch media from other servers 

* A range of supported formats (Flash, PowerPoint, JPG, TIF, WMV, MOV, 
Mpeg4, FLV, AVI, WAV, etc.) 

* Automated weather data 

* Modes of operations (normal, alert, special event, fire, tornado, etc.) 

* Interface capability with emergency notification systems and capability to 
override existing messages 

* Interface capability with room scheduling systems 

* Live video (camera, broadcast television, closed circuit, web streaming, etc.) 

* The ability to sync playlists 

* Optional sound 

* Interactivity for the user (touch screen, ability to provide feedback, etc.) 

In addition, ensure campus partners' required specifications can be met. In many 
instances, it makes sense to seek partners when adding digital signage to the ar- 
ray of media available on campus. Unions considering digital signage might team 
up with building coordinators, communications and marketing departments, food 
service and retail outlets, technology services, emergency management offices, 
parking and transportation services, student government and campus life orga- 
nizations, cable television operators, or physical plant administrators. Funding 
sources might come from campus partners as well as sponsors or advertisers. 
Unions might also consider building signage costs into remodeling projects or 
new construction budgets.
